The question that will perhaps 
loom larger than any other at 
the close of this second World 
War will be, “What shall the 
United Nations do with Germany 
and the German people in order 
to prevent a recurrence of pres- 
ent conditions as was the case 
after the last war?” 

Of course opinions are all that 
anyone can offer now, but now 
is the time to start thinking over 
the question NOT later after the 
war is already over. Some of the 
S.J.C. students have some very 
constructive and interesting opin- 
ions on the subject. At a very 
enthusiastic round table discus- 
sion in Room 15 the other morn- 
ing. bright and early, the follow- 
ing opinions were stated: 

Clydene Merrill’s idea was one 
of complete re-education, “The 
people of Germany have been so 
long under the yoke of German 
militarism that their minds and 
ways of thinking will have to be 
completely changed if there is 
to be any hope for future world 
peace. The United Nations should 
put a suppressing guard over 
Germany to keep order and then | 
send educators to Germany to| 
teach the German youth the ideas 
and principles of democracy. The 
older people may be too old to 
change their ideas but if we can} 
succeed in educating the youth 
of Germany the biggest problem 
will have been overcome, for it 
is the youth of Germany who 
will destine its future.” 

Clyde Richardson’s ideas were 
a bit more drastic. He thought 
that “All the military and _ politi- 
cal leaders should be tried. be- 
fore a world court made up of 
members from all the Allied Na- 
tions and sentenced according to 
their crimes. Next, Germany 
should be divided and: an armed 
guard should be held over these 
different divisions until all 
thoughts of a future aggressive 
nation shall have been wiped 
out.” 

Eler Hawkins has a new idea 
and a very interesting one at that. 
He thinks that “The youth of 
Germany should be distributed 
arhong the now occupied coun- 
tries of Europe and allowed to re- 
build the war torn countries. 
These young Germans would in- 
termarry throughout these coun- 
tries and the people would go 
into Germany from the other 
countries, thus destroying the ag- 
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31. Quite a number of high school 
students finishing their senior 
year this semester are .expected 
to enroll at Esjaysee.

J.C. Enrollment 


Report Given 


Another enrollment report has 
been secured from the office 
which shows that for the first 
three months of school from Sep- 
tember 19 to December 3, Salinas 
Junior College had an enrollment 
total of 260. However, active en- 
rollment for the same length of 
time is only 238. 

Of the 260 registered, 118 are 
Freshmen, 35 Sophomores, and 
107 special students. 

For the active enrollment, 100 
are Freshmen, 33 or Sophomores, 
and 105 specials. 

From the first month of school 
to the third month, the enroll- 
ment increased from 217 to 260. 

A number of this enrollment 
is expected to be lost to the 
armed forces and the nurses’ 
corps at the close of the semes- 
ter. But the prospect of the at- 
tendance of mid-year high school 
graduates will probably bring a 
gain or keep it at the same level.
